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PLAN TO DIVERT SIBERIAN RIVERS, IRRIGATE DESERTS -- Kazakhetanslcaya Pravda, 123, 

26 Jun 49 

Two rivers "begin within 20 - 30 kilcttetere of each other In the Turcwr Oate- 
way, the Uhagan, a trilnitary of the Oh*^ and the Turgay, irtilch flows In the direction 
of the Aral Sea. The Turgay Gateway pr jvents the flow of Siberian river watei^B 
into KhzEOchstan. Ae a residt, 2,39C cubic kllcmeters of fresh water are waste* 
fully emptied Into the Arctic Ocean. These waters could he used to Irrigate the 
Kara-Eum, Kyz-^l-Eum, Aral-Kum, and Betpak-Dala deserts. To utilize these regions 
agplculturally, It Is necessary to divert river waters from Siberia to the south. 

A Soviet engineer, M. M. Davydov, has drawn up a plan to create a river ohannel 
between the North Arctic Ocean Basin and the Aral-Casplan Basin. 

A dam must be built on the Ob* River, In the region of Belogpr^ye Yilla ge and 
below the confltuc of the Ob* and Irtysh rivers. It will fotr* a hpee rosorvol^r, 

250,000 square kilometers In ai«ea. The waters above this daa, flowing In the 
channels of the Ob* River and of Its tributaries, the Irtysh and Tobol, will be 
diverted towaro. the Turgay Gateway. A 30-kllane.ter canal must be dug hare. The 
over-all length of the entire canal which will follow the ancient channels of the 
Ob* and Irtysh rivers, will bo 930 kilometers. Siberian water will flow throu^ 
this canal to the southern slope of the Turgay Gateway, and proceedliig along the 
Turgay River cbannel,' it will pass through Lake Che Hear -Tengiz and flow into the 
Aral Sea along the dry river beds of the Turgay and Irgii. Ttm level of the 
Aral Sea will be raised one meter and its water will b« fresh. Aral Sea vatera 
will flow through present depressed areas and the dry bed of t he P ar ’yalak-K^nya* 
Dar’ya River and then throu^ a connect ing canal into the Sarykanyah* Talley, 
flUlnr 1t un. Water flow would continue for 7T5 klltneters along the dry bed 
of the ancient Uzboye River into the Caspian Sea. Five hydroelectric power plants 
with a total capacity .of 10 million kilowatts could bo built on the Ob* to the 
Turgay Gateway and on the Uzboye. These would give power equivalent to 80 
million tens of coal per year. 

About 20,000 cubic meters of water per second muet flow through the canal 
in order to Irrigate 25 million hectares of land to Eazakhstan and Central Asia 
and to maintain the neoeasary water level in the Caspian Sea. The waters of the 
Ob* alone are inauTficlent but the Yenlscy can supply about 10,000 cubic mHiers. 
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A dasi iBust be Gonstructed on the Yenlsoy below the mouth of the Fndkssiexmftjn Tunguskh 
River and a connect lag canal constructed 'bet-ween the Oh* aad the tenleey* 

Til© G'b*-Aral«*Ca3plan Cahal, equipped with locks, for the passage of gee 
veSBele, could float 6oO - TOO million cuhic meters of cniasercial timber to the 
ahorea of the Caspian Sea in a single shipping season. About 15,000 * 20,000 
heavily loaded trains would be needed to transport this timber needed for the 
econoeay of the aoutheastern USSR, Petroleum, cotton, coal, grain, euperphoaphat®, 
fruit, etc, could be ahlpped from south to north. 

This grandiose project could be realized In the course of 15 - 20 yeara© It 
is possible to begin work on It In a few years. 


BARABINSK STEPPE TO BS RBC1A2MED — Soyetskaya Siblr*, No ll6, ik Jun >9 

The Barablnsk Steppe covers a large area and has eicellont meadove and 
pastures. Eowover, a large portion of this area consists of swamps. At present, 
it Itt b-^lng transformed Into a thriving dairy region. New and tip- to-date creamer ios 
arc being built. Thousands of kilograms of first-grade butter are being shipped 
dally frcifl this region, 

Tl;e supply of cattle feed Is a very Important question hero. The quality of 
feed Is very good, ac the pastures receive plenty of sunlight. However, the 
syamped condition of the plains makes it very dlfflottlt to utilize the abundant 
feed resources and often large meadow grounds are entirely wastad. After two or 
three rainfalls, for exeanple, cut grass is washed away. Seme pastures, surrounded 
by swamps, are Inaccessible to grazing cattle in summer. 

All this makes it extremely necesseury to drain and reclaim the Barablnsk 
forest steppe. Uhls year the scope of the work h&e been greatly increased© It 
is necessary to speed up the regulation of waterways, such as the Uzakla Blver^ 
running frem northeast to southwest in Kuybyshevskly Rayon, the Uguraanka Hlver, 
tributary of the Om*, which should be used for draining the land of Mikhaylovakly 
and part of Ublnskly Rayon, the Eundusla River In Kuybyshevskly Bayon, etc, 

improvement of the Uzakla River bed will provide vast pastures for three 
large sovkhozes and a number of kolkozes. In Mlkhaylovskly Rayon, the 25-kllOBetor 
Yuzhlllnskly Canal will be put into working order and in Barablnskly Rayon, the 
Kozhurlinskiy and Tandovskly Canale, Many pasture grounds are swamped in 
Kargatskly Hayon, and here it is necessary to Improve the condition of the 
Letnlkovskiy and Shinolkhlnekly Canals. The seme applies to the Arantays-Boshlcul'skly 
Canal in Kyehtovrkiy Rayon, Mach work will have to be don> to clean these canals 
thoroughly. Large numbers of kolkhoz farmers will be organised for this work.
